LIFEaniDEATH 


OF OUR 
Lord and Saviour 


Jeſus Chrilt. 


O ſooner had our firſt Parents, by Eating the 
Forbidden Fruit, forfeited their State of Happi- 
neſs, but the All-wiſe Creator, out of the A; 
bundance of his Mercy and Goodneſs, found 
a means to reſcue them and their Poſterity 

from the Power and Malice of Satan, and gave them a Pro- 

miſe, that the Seed of the Voman ([houJd break the Serpents bead, 

Gene 3: 1 5. all which was fulfiled by our Bleſſed Lord and 

Saviour. | 

The Son of God, and ſecond Perſon in the Trinity was 
born of the Virgin Mary, and made Man; whoſe Birth 
and Glorious Triumph over Death, the Grave, and Hell, the 

Patriarchs and Prophets all along had foreſeen. Nay, God 

was ofte aſed to renew his Promiſe z as firſt to faithful 

Abraham ; that out of his Loyns the. Meſſiah ſhould proceed. 


— 


After his Deceaſe, God made it known to Jacob out of what 


Tribe of the Jewiſh Nation he ſhould come; which that Bleſ- 
ſed Patriarch revealed at his Death in theſe words, viz. that 
the Scepter ſhould not depart from Judah, nor 4 Law-giver from 


between his feet, till Shiloh came. Next Moſes told the Chil- 


dren of Mael, that God would raiſe up a Prophet of their Bre- 
thren like unto him, and that unto him ſhould they hearken. 
Norwere the Jewiſh Ceremonies from time to time any other 


than Types and Figures of our Bleſſed Saviour; as that of the 


Brazen Serpent, the Scape Goat, Oc. and as the time of his Birth 
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—_ The_Life and Death 


Knowledge of what ſhould happen during the time that was 
Decreed for his purchaſing our Redemption : For David ab- 
ſolutely foretells his Sufferings and Powerful Reſurrection; as 
for his Death, that it ſhould he by piercing his hands and feet: 
And in Pſal, 16. ver. 10. he gives an undeniable Account of 
his ReſurreQion in theſe words, For thou wi /t not leave my 
Soul in Hell, neither wilt thou ſuffer thy Holy One to ſee Corrup- 
tion; and of his Aſſenſion, Pſa). 68. ver. 18. Thou baſt aſcend- 
ed on High, thou baſt led Captivity Captive, &c. Likewiſe the 
Prophet //atab, lively deſcribed the extraordinary Manner of 
his Birth; how that he was to be born of a Virgin, and his 
Name called Immanuel, ſetting forth his Incomparable Gra- 
ces, Sanity, and fit Qualification for the performance of 
his Office; of the Entertainment he was like to receive in the 
World; and of the Nature and Signs of thoſe Sufferings he 
was to undergo. The place of his Birth was foretold by Mi. 
cab, Chap. 5. vcr. 2. viz, Bethlehem of Epbratab, the leaſt of 
the Cities of Juda, but Honoured above the reſt by the Birth 
of a Prince who was to be Ruler in Iſrael, whoſe goings fortb 
bad been from everlaſting. Again, the Prophet Dantel fixes 
the Exact time, affirming that the Meſſiah ſhould appear in 
the World, and be cut off as a Sacrifice for the Expiation 
of the Sins of the People, at the Expiration of 70 Propheti- 
cal weeks, or 490 years, which accordingly came to pals. 
That Date being expired, In the fulneſs of time God ſent 
bis Son made of a Woman under the Law, to redeem them that 
were under the Law, And becauſe it was not fit ſo great a 
Perſon ſhould come into the World, or be made publick 
without ſome extraordinary Preparation, not only the An- 
gel told his Birth to the Shepherds feeding their Flocks by 
Night, but likewiſe a Star appeared to the Eaſtern Magi, 
and conducted them to the place to pay Divine Adoration 
to the Sun of Righteouſneſs, who was riſen with healing in bis 
wings: Nor did our Bleſſed Lord want in any thing to fulfill 
and comply with all the Ceremonies of the Law which was 
only a Type and Shadow of his Coming, or as a pledge of 
the Sacred Promiſe made in Paradiſe, he being that Bleſſed 
Seed of the Woman which was to break the Serpent's head, 
and by that means to deliver us from the power of Satan, 


who ſo long had Tyrannized over Man-kind; deluding the | 


greateſt part of the World to Worſhip him under divers 
and ſundry Names. 

Eight days after the Birth of our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour, 
he ſo far ſubmitted himſelf to the Cuſtom of the Jews, or

and his name was called Feſus, as the Angel had foretold to 
the Bleſſed Virgin, when he declared that ſhe ſhould Con- 
ceive by the Holy Ghoft, and that the Power of the High- 
eſt ſhould over-ſhadow her.

ber children, and would not be comforted, becauſe they are not. 


When our Bleſſed Lord was twelve years old, at the Feaſt 
of the Paſſeover he went up to Feruſalem with his Parents, 
viz. Foſeph and Mary, and in the Temple fitting in the midft 
of the Doctors, he both heard and asked them ſuch Queſ- 
tions, that all who heard him ſtood amazed. The next 
Conformity was, that after his Parents had found him out, 


he went down with them, and for a long time after continu- 


ed with them, being, as St. Luke ſays, Chap. 2. ver. 5 1. obe- 


dient or ub jett unto them, even according to the Evangeliſts, 


till the 30 year of his Age, it being near the year of Ju- 
bilee, which was by the Jews held as the great Sabatical 
year ; in which at the ſound of a Trumpet, all Captives and 
Servants were ſet at Liberty, Priſoners releaſed, Debts di- 
charged, and Mortgaged Eſtates reverted to their proper 
Heirs 3 which did evidently ſhadow out the State of the 


Goſpel, and our Lord's being ſent to preach glad ridings to the | 


meek, to bind up the broken hearted, to preach liberty to the Cap- 
tives, and the opening of the Priſon to them that are bound to pro- 
clatm the Acceptable year of the Lord, that they might lift up 
their beads becauſe their Redemption drew nigh, Ta. 61. 1, 2. 
Luk. 4. 18, Now to ſhew that he was a Prince, he ſent his 
Herauld to Proclaim him to the World, viz. obn the Bap- 
tiſt, who was as the Prophet declares, the voice of one cr yi 

in the Wilderneſs, prepare ye the way of the Lord, and make bts 
path ſtrait z and lifting up bis voice like a Trumpet, cryed, repent 
ye for the Kingdom of Heaven is at hand. He moreover told 
the

the Jews, that the Meſſiah they had ſo long expected was at 
hand, and his Kingdom ready to appear, that the Son of God 
was come down from Heaven, a Perſon as far beyond him 
in Dignity, as in Time and Exiftence, to whom he was not 
worthy to Adminiſter the meaneft Offices (for ſo the Jews ac- 
counted the unloſing their Shoe-Latchets) that he came to in- 
troduce a new and better State of things, and by taking away 
the Vail to give a full and clear proſpect into the Holy of 
Holies, calling him the Lamb of God that was to take away 
the Sins of the World, Cc. 

Now at the Great Baptiſm by Fob», after the Feaft of the 


"Tabernacle, being about the beginning of our November, our 


Bleſſed Lord came to Jordan; and to fulfill another main 
Point of the Law, ſuffered himſelf to be Baptiſed, when com- 
ing out of the River, the Heavens. opened, and the Holy 
Ghoft deſcended on him in Bodily Shape like a'Dove, and at 
the ſame time a Voice ſaying, This is my Beloved Son in whom 
1 am well ple aſed, Mat. 3. 16, 17. Mark 1. 10, 11. Luke 3: 


2122. 


And now our Bleſſed Saviour being fitly qualified and 
prepared to carry on the great work of our Redemption: 
And, as Witneſſes of his Glorious undertakings, and for the 
more Ample Propagation of our Eternal wellfare, he took 
unto him the Bleſſed Apoſtles. 

The firſt Miracle that our Bleſſed Lord did, after his In- 
carnation, was at a Marriage in Canaan of Galilee, where to 
the great Admiration of all, at his Command the Water was 
turned into Wine, and after that, by the daily repetitions of 
ſuch Miracles as never Man did, the World ſtood amazed. 
A great part of which the holy Evangeliſts have ſet down at 
large, to which I refer the Pious Reader. 

After our Bleſſed Saviour, that glorious Sun of Righteouſ- 
neſs, had run his courſe, he undertook to ſatisfie his Fathers 
Juſtice, by making a propitiatory Sacrifice for the Sins of 
loft and undone Man, and ſuffered himſelf to be Tempted, 
Betrayed, Scourged, Spit upon, Reviled, Crowned with 
Thorns, and laſtly ſubmitting even unto the Death of the 
Croſs, all which had been. exactly foretold by the Prophets. 
Though it happened not after the common manner, but 
was attended with ſuch diſmal darkneſs and terrible Earth- 
quakes. Inſomuch that a Heathen Philoſopher at that In- 
ftant declared, that either the God of Nature ſuffered, or the 
World was at an end, But he could not long reft under the 
power of the Grave, but as a Victorious Captain breaking 
the bonds of Death, he led Captivity Captive in ſpite of — 
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Malice of his Enemies, who ſet a Guard upon him; for as 


woe have it, Mat. 28. 1, 2, 3,4, 5,6. In the end of the Sabbatbt, i 
as it began to dawn towards the firſt day of the week, came M Sup 


Magdalen and the other Mary, to ſee the Seguichre, and b — 
there was 4 great Earthquake, for the Angel of the Lord dejcend. 

ed from Heaven, and came and rolled away the Stone from the door 
and ſat upon it, bis Countenance was like Lightning, and k1s rats 
ment white as Snow, and for fear of bim the Keepers did trem- 
ble, and became as dead men, and the Angel anſwered and ſaid 


- unto the Women, fear ye not, for I know that ye ſeck Jeſus which *

Nor is this the only warrant of his Bleff. d Reſurrection, 


büt we have it confirmed by all the Evangelifts and Apo- 


ſtles, as being ſeen of them ſeveral times afterwards, After 
our Bleſſed Lord was Aſcended up inte Heaven, he was not 
unmindful of the Promiſe he made to his Diſciples while he 
was with them upon Earth, of ſending the Comforter to 
teach and guide them in the way of Truth: That Holy Spi- 
rit, without whoſe Divine Aſſiſtance all their Preaching had 
been in vain, for although Paul may plant and Apollo water, 
yet tis God that gives the increaſe, | 
When they were asking him about Times and Seaſons, 
he told them, it was not tor them to know the Times and 
$ealons, which God had put in his Power, But ye ſhall 
receive Power after the Holy Ghoſt is come upon you, 
and ſhall be Witneſſes unto me, hoth in Feruſalem, Fudab, 
Samaria, and unto the utmoit Parts of the Earth: Ads 1. 
7, 8. Nor did the Holy Jeſus delay to ſend the Holy Spi- 
rit, as he had promiſed ; For as we have it, Adds 2. 1, 2 3. 
And when the day of Penteceſt (which with us is called n- 
Junday, being juſt 10 days before #ſcerfton-day) was fully come, 
they were all with one accord in one place, and ſuddenly there came 
4 jound from Heaven, as of A ruſhing mighty Wind, and it filled 
all the bouſe where they were fitting, and there appeared unto them 
Cioven Torgues like as of Fire, and it ſat upon each of them, and 
they were all filed with the Holy Ghoſt, and began io ſpeak with 
other Tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance, Thus being 
7,-wpared (as a Gyant refreſhed with ¶ ine] to run the Glorious 
Race, and ſend their ſounds pnto the utmoſt Ends of the 
Earth, they ſpared not to Lift up their Voices like a Trum- 
Pet, to make known the Will of the Lord, and preach the 
Slad Tidings of the Goſpel which was ſo lately Sealed with 
their great Maſter's Blood; and now they began to ſpeak 
with divers Tongues, as the Spirit gaye them utterance, to

the Confounding and Amazing of all that heard them : Nor 


were their words common words, or empty Air, but of ſuch 


Power and Efficacy, that they made deep impreſſions in the 
hearts of moſt that heard them, ſo that they were in douht 
and amazed, ſaying to one another, what meaneth this? Acts 
2. 12. Such mighty operation has the Divine Spirit in the 
hearts of Men, that at that inſtant by the preaching of St. 
Peter, 3000 were added to the Church, and not only added, 
but continued ſtedfaſtly in the Apoſtles Doctrine and Fellowſhip, 
and in breaking of Bread and in Prayer 3 and the Lord added 10 
the Church daily ſuch as ſhould be Saved, Acts 2. 42, 47.

The Life of St. PETER the Apoſtle. 


THE place of his Birth was Bethſaida, in the upper Gali- 
lee, antiently belonging to the Tribe of Neptbali, yul- 
garly called Galilee of the Gentiles, which is now re- 

duced into certain ſmall Cottages, and remains only famous 
to 3 by reaſon it was the Birth- place of this great 
A poſtle. | 

Ehe exact time of his Birth, notwithſtanding the con jec- 
tures and gueſſes that have been made by divers Learned 
Men, remains as yet undecided: Moſt of the Fathers that 
have written about the time of his Birth, take their ground 
from the Birth of our Saviour, by reaſon St. Peter, at what 
time our Bleſſed Lord called him to be one of his Diſciples, 
was not only Married, but lived in a ſettled ftate : therefore 
they judge he could not be leſs than 10 years elder than his 
Mafter; or according to thoſe who build their Foundation 


upon Bellarmine, he was born in the Eighth year of ctavius 


Auguſtus, and in the 20 of King Herod, which was about 17 
year before the Birth of our Saviour. : 
His Father was Jonah of Bethſaida, and he being Circum- 


ciſed according to the Fewiſh Law, had the name of Simon 


or Simeon given him at his Circumciſion 3 to which our Sa- 
viour added the name of Cephas, which in the Syrzack Lan- 
guage, then much uſed among the Jews, ſignifies a Stone, or 
as the Greek renders it, a Rockz which has occaſioned many 


to believe that, from that Exprſſion of our Saviours, upon this 


Rock will I build my Church, that is, upon Peters Faith, Expreſ- 
ſed in theſe words, thou art Chriſt the Son of the living God. 
And from the Alteration of his name, or rather addition, 
at ſuch time as he came to be our Saviour's Dies the 
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and the Internal Faculties of his Soul. 
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The Kife of St. Peter. 13 
Popes have taken occaſion to alter their's at what time they 
come to the Papacy. His Brother was Andrew the Apoſtle, 
nor is it known which of them was the elder, He was a 
Man of ſmall Education when he was choſen by our Saviour 
as a Diſciple, but was ſoon after inſtructed by the Fountain 
of all Wiſtom and Learning, even the Holy Spirit. 

I ſhall not think it amiſs to give a Deſcription of the Per- 
ſon of this famous Apoſtle (paſſing over for the moſt part 
ſuch paſſages of his Life, ar are found in Sacred Writ, to be 
more Brief in this our parpoſe) according as he is,deſcribed 
in Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, And firft, as Nicepborus declares, 
he was ſomewhat flender, of a middle ſize, but rather inclin- 


ing to Tallneſs; bis Complexion very pale, and almoft 
white; the Hair of his Head curled and thick, but very 


ſhort, though St. Eierom informs us (as he has it out of Cle. 
mens his Periods) that he was exceeding Bald, which might 
probably enough be, in his declining Age; his Eyes black, 
unleſs ſome ſmall ſpecks of Red, which many of the Fathers 
have attributed to his often weeping , his Eye brows very 
thin; his Noſe long, though at the end broad or flat. It 
will not be amiſs to give a ſhort deſcription of his Temper, 
He was Eager and 
Fierce, Witneſs his encountering the Guard of Souldiers that 
came to apprehend his Lord, and at that time cutting off the 
Ear of the High Prieſts Servant; his forwardneſs to ſpeak, 
and to return anſwers, though ſometimes to the endanger- 
ing his Life, yet withal Courteous and Humble; for when 
Cornelius, being overjoyed with the Vifion of him, would 
have received him almoſt with Divine Adoration, he forbid 
him, telling him he was but a man ſubject to Paſſions as o- 
ther men. With how much Candor and Modefty did he 
treat the Inferiour Rulers ot the Church, inſomuch, that he 
upon whom ſuch Honours have been heaped in all Ages, ſtiles 
himſelt no greater than their Feluw Presbyter, How earn- 
eftly did he Labour to win Souls to Chriſt? and with 


\ what Reſolution and Bravery did he till the Sanbedrim which 


had Sentenced and Condemned him, that they and their Fel- 
lows were Guilty of his Murther? and that they could not 
poſſibly be ſaved by any other means than by the Blood of 
Feſus Chriſt whom they had Crucified > How do we all along 
hear of his earneft Exhortations to ſuch as were left to Rule 
and Govern the Church in his abſence, to be careful in their 
Charge as to the Cure of Souls ? Nor was this in his mean 
Capacity, but when he ſate Biſhop of Autioch, in which he 
continued the ſpace of nine years, greatly propagating the

Goſpel 3 as likewiſe in his Travels into the Weſtern parts 
of the World, after many tedious Journeys, he at laſt came 
to Rome, but we find not by any well-grounded Authority, 
that he lat B ſhop of that See 25 years, as the Doctors of that 
Church would have it; nor indeed that ever he was Biſhop, 
of Kome, though the Popes have all along derived their 
Power or Succeſn on from him: But that ne was at Rome, and 
fuftcred there under Nero, moſt of the Writers of Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Hiſtory Accord. 

That he was Married, we have St. Paul's word for it, tell- 
ing us, that o Cephas (which was andoubtedly Per-r) went 
about, leading with kim a Wife and a Siſter; and as it is record- 
ed by ſever..]1 of the Fathers, a Daughter; and as Clemens 
Alexandrinus tells us; that when St. Peter beheld” his Wife 
going to Martyrdom, he exceedingly rejoyced, calling aloud, 
and charging her to bz mindful of our Lord. 

When he was at Rome, he Propheficd the deſtruction of 
Fernſaiem and the Few!ſ} Nation by Feſpaſian: But about 
that time the Periecution growing hot againſt the Chri- 
fans, eſpecialſy upon Nery's return from Achata in great 
Pomp, be at that time reſolving to glut himſelt with Inno- 
cent Blood, cauſed ſcveral rhouſands of the Chriſtians to be 
ſhut up in Priſons, and amongſt the reft St, Peter, for whoſe 
preſ-rvation the Prayers of the Chriſtians were ftill put up 
to Heaven, many of the chief of them who could gain AC- 
ceſs, perſwading him earneitly to make his eſcape, alledging, 
that the preſervation of his Life would be very uſeful to 
the Church. The which (after many denials) he attempt- 
ed dy getting ever the Wall. which being affected, 

and coming to the City Gate, is there ſaid to meet our 
Lord, who was entering the City, when knowing him, he 
asked him Lerd, whether art thou going? from whom he 
received this Anſwer, / am come 10 Rome 10 be Crucified a 

ſecond time. 
By which anſwer St. Peter apprehending himſelf to be re- 
proved for endeavouring to fly that Death which was al- 
lotted him, and that our Saviour meant he was to be Crucifi- 
ed in his Servant, he returned again to Priſon and deliver- 
ed himſelf to the Keeper, and ſo continued till the day of his 
Execution, with great chearfulneſs: Having ſaluted his Bre- 
theren, and eſpecially St. Paul, who was at that time his Fel- 
low-Priſoner, he was led to the top of the Vatican Moun- 
tain, near the River 7zher, about three Furlongs without the 
City, and there Crucified with his Head downwards: it be- 
ing his own deſire ſo to dye, alledging that he was unwor- 
thy 
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iy to ſuffer after the ſame manner that his Lord and Ma- 
-r had ſuffered, and ſo having run the race that was ſet 
re bim, be (undoubtedly) obtained the reward layed up for 
f m in the Higbeſt Heavens. 


The Life of St. PAUL the Apoſtle. 


E was born at Tharſus, one of the Capital Cities of 
7 Cilicia, a place much famed for Learning; Inſomuch 
= S$tr2bo tells us, that Fulius Cægqar made it a Roman Mu- 
Wicip, or Free Corporation, all the Inhabitants thereof hav- 
We the ſame priviledges as the Citizens of Rome, which were 
euiſe confirmed to them by Auguſtus Ceſar, who ſucceed- 
him in the Empire. 
His Parents were Fews of the Seed of Abraham z which he 
Wcprefſes, he was 4 Hebrew of the Hebrews, that is, all his 
nceſtors had lineally deſcended of the ewiſh Race, and not 
Witered in by the way of Proſelytiſme; and that he was of 
e Tribe of Benjamin, is affirmed by ſeveral of the Fewiſb. 
Wabbins. As for his Calling, he was a Tentmaker, though, 
W himſclf declares, inſtructed in all the Learning and Cu- 
oms of the Fews, being brought up at the feet ot Gamaliel, 
Learned Aabbin or Academick, who taught and inſtruct ed 
uths: the Hebrew rendering it at the feet or under bis 
—_ 7, 4 
His firſt Name was Saul, which he continued till his 
dnverſion in his way to Damaſcus : When he grew up to 
anhood he became a great Perſecutor of the Chriſtians z 
d the firft time he is mentioned in Holy Writ, is when he 
pked to the Cloaths of ſuch as Stoned the Bleſſed Proto- 
Wartyr St. Stephen; after that he continuing to breath out 
Wreatnings againft the Church, procured Letters or a 
ommiſſion, as the Hebrew renders it, from the Sanbedrim 
Fewiſh Council, in which the High Prieſt was wont to fit 
ief. Judge, impowering him to bring ſuch as he found 
eaching in the name of Jeſus, bound to Feruſalem. But 
zilſt he was on his Journey, in order to proſecate this 
ked deſign, A light from Heaven ſhined round about bim; 
omuch that he fell to tbe Earth, and heard à voice ſaying, Saul, 
|, why per ſecuteſt tbou me, &c, After the Heavenly Ap- 
tion was departed, he, in obedience to what he had been 
manded by that Sacred Oracle, Journeyed on — 
Ma, 
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being at the point of Death; who afterward, as mainy 


Damaſcus; but ſo blind, that His Servants were obliged te 
lead him. When he came there he prayed, till Ananias; 4 
devout Chriſtian, came to him and reſtored his ſight, at 
which all his thoughts were changed : for whereas he ſome 
few days before had breathed out Perſecution againſt the 
Church, ſo now, on the contrary, he joyned himſelf to it, and 
began to preach boldly the Lord Feſus; at which the Few, be- 
ing exceedingly incenſed, ſought to lay, hands on him, to de- 
ſtroy him: but God, who had made him 4 choſen Veſſel 10 
bear his name befor? the Gentiles, delivered him out ot their 
hands. From Damaſcus he come to Feruſalem, and there 
layed to joyn himſelf with the Brethren : but they know- 
ing what manner of man he had formerly been, did not on- 
ly fear to joyn with him, but in all likelihood did what they 
could to avoid bim; until they were certified; by one of 
their fellow Apoſtles, that he had ſeen the Lord Jeſus in the 
way; and that he was not only Converted, but had openly 
and boldly Preached the Goſpel. | 

By this means, being received into their Fellowſhip, he in 
a ſhort time became their chief preacher ? being a manof' 
an exceeding ready Wit, as apeared at ſundry times when, 


he was brought before Felix the Governour, Feſus his Suc- 


ceſſor and King Aerippz. There we ſee how he confounded 
the Orator, bafled all his Accuſers; Inſomuch that they 
could charge him with nothing bur Religion in General, as 
not daring to venture upon any particulars, leaſt he ſhould 
have proved it out of he Law of Moſes, as he did Chriſt tg 
be the Meſſiah, foretold by all the Prophets; when ffom 
Morning till Night he diſputed about the verity of the Go- 
ſpel which he Preached. But well perceiving that the Go- 
vernour was rather inciined to favour the People, than to 
do Juſtice, he thought it moſt convenient to Appeal to Caſar 
a Cuſtom and Priviedge to ſuch as were either Romans ox 
free of Rome. Whereypon he is ſent to Rome, when on the 


. Coaſt of Melita, now Malta, in the Lyb1an Sea, between S- 


racuſe and Africa, the Ship ſuffered Wrack; yet God gave 


him not only his Life, but the Lives of all that were with 


him. When he came 'on ſhore, he was kindly received by 
the Barbarians, who, when they had ſeen him ſhoke off the 
Viper from his hand, and receive no hurt, they ſaid a- 


mongſt themſelves, he was a God, Here he .:rought ma- 


ny Miracles, by which he Converted a great number to the 
Faith, and eſpecially Publius the Chief Officer, and Gover- 
nour of that Iſland, whoſe Father he had reftored te health

were firſt to be Scourged, and then put to Death. And, a 
Baronius informs us, that in the Church of St. Mary, beyoni 
the Bridge in Rome, two Pillars are yet to be ſeen, to whicl 
St. Feter and St. Paul were bound, and ſcourged, before 
their Executions, 
As our Apoftle was led to Execution, he is ſaid to have 
Converted 3 of the Soldiers who Guarded him; which thei 
Emperour hearing commanded that they ſhould be put toll 
death: St. Paul being come to the place appointed for hu 
Execution, which was near the Aque Salviæ, three miles 
from Rome, after he had cxhorted ſuch as came to ſee his 
Tragedy, to repentance , and recommended his Spirit into 
the hands of his bleſſed Lord and Maſter, he kneeling 
down, had his Head ftricken off with-a Sword, which by 
the Romans was counted the noblcit death, and only allowed 
to ſuch, as were either Citizens, or free of the City. 
St. Cbryſaſtome declares, that his cheerful ſubmitting to 
Death, and his conſtant courage till the laſt, was a mean 
not only to Convert his Executioner, but ſeveral othery 
who afterwards ſuffered Martyrdom for the Faith of Chriſt 
He was Executed, as far as can be gathered, in the 68 yea 
of his Age; and farther tis ſaid, that when his Head wal 
ſtricken of, Milk inftead of Blood, flowed from the Wound 
And thus this great Apoſtle, after he had Preached the 
Goſpel to the Gentiles, and either in Perſon, or by his Epi 
tles, viſited moſt of the known World; and, as Th-odorali 
tells us, in the Iſles of the Sea, (whereby he undoubtedll 
means Briitain) he received firft the Crown of Martyrdom 
and then the Palm and. Crown of Glory, ; 
He was Buried in via Ct ierſis, about 2 miles from Ro 
over whoſe Grave, about 318 years after, Conſtantine ti 
Great, at the rcqueft of Pope Hlveſter, built a ftatel 
Church, and endowed it with many rich Gifts and Priy 
ledges; which afcerwards was pulled down by the Empt

Preach, which he continued for ſome time: But the Devil, 


that Enemy to the Progrefs of the Goſpel, ſoon ſtirred 


them up againſt him the ſecond time, whereupon he de- 
parted to myo, and thence to Vrapezus, thence to Nes. 
Cæſarea, thence to Samoſ at; where having puzzled and 
confounded the Wiſdom of the Phi loſophers, he defired to 
viſit eruſalem, which he cftected; when returning thence, 
he travelled throup h many Provinces, Preaching the Goſpel, 
till ſuch time as be came to Byza1rtum, now Conſt avtinople z 
where he inſtructed them in the knowledge of Chrift, and 
cauſed a Church to be founded for Divine Worſhip, ordain- 
ing Stachys (whom St, Paul calls his Beloved Stachys) for Bi- 
ſhop of that City; when leaving all things in good Order; 
he took his Journey through Th acia, Macedonia, Ibeſſalia, 
Acbaiab, and as ſome afhrm, Firm; and having planted the 
Goſpel in many places, he came to Pare, a City of Acbaia, 
where he [ſcaled his Teltimony with his Blood, 

It is mentioned by Philajirius, who lived Anno 380, he 
going thither at what time Ageas a Pagan being Pro- 
Conſul, he Converted a great number to the Faith; which i 
the Pro-Conlul perceiving, was angry, and uſcd both i 
threats and fair means to ftay the progreſs of the Goſpel, 
though all in vain 3 which increaſed his anger fo far that 
he cauſed the Apoftle eto be brought before him, demand - 
ing how he durſt prevert (as he called it) the People from 
their Ancient Worſhip? who with an undaunted Reſolution if 
told him, that he taught them the right way to Everlaſt- 
ing Happineſs ; and that they baving been brought up in i 
Superſtition and [4olatry, it was now high time for them 
to embrace ſaving Knowledge. and the Light of the Goſ- 
pel. At which the Pro-Conſul derided the Apoſtle as an 
Innovator and Propagator of that Religion, whoſe Author the 
Fews had infamouſly put 10 death pon a Croſs, Whereupon 
the Apoſtle began to declare the infinite love of our Lorg, 
that he vouchiafed to come down from Heaven, and by ta- 
king our N ature upon him, ſuffer'd Death for loft and undone 
Man, and that there was no other name under Heaven, by 
which any could be ſaved, but by the Name of the Lord Je- 
ſus. Upon this the Pro Conſul growing more inraged, told 
him, that let who would believe it, as for his part he would 
not, and that if he would not do Sacrifice to the Heathen 
Gods, be ſhould dyc upon that Croſs which he had Preach- 
ed, and ſo much Extolled. To which he replyed, that be 
aid Sacrifice every diy to God the Creator of the World, and all 
things therein, yes not with fiery Sacrifices or bloody Offerings, 
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but in the Sacrifice of the Immaculate Lamb of God, who made 
bimſelf an Offering for the attonement of ibe fins of he World, 
Upon which the Tyrant commanded him to Priſon, which 
ſo troubled the People, that had not the Apoſtle perſwaded 
them to Patienc: and Meekneſs, they had Mutined. | 
The next day he was again brought into his Preſence, 
who then began by many flattering Devices, to perſwade him 
not to deftroy himſelf, but live with him and enjoy the Plea- 
ſures of Life. Upon which the Apoftle told him, that if he 
would Renounce his Idolatries and Embrace the offers of 
the Goſpel, he ſhould have Eternal Life, which was far ex- 


ceeding what could be elſewhere expected, when as the 


Pro-Conſul told him plainly, that the reaſon why he urged 


him to Sacrifice to the Gods, was, that by his Example, 
ſuch as had fallen oF might again return to the Antient 
Worſhip, telling him, that otherwiſe he ſhould ſuffer the 


exquiſiceſt .Tortures that could be invented, and that he 
ſhould be inftantly Crucified. To which the apoftle re- 
plyed, that now he ſaw eit, but in vain any longer to diſ- 
courſe with or perſwade him to Repentance, he being har- 
dened in his own folly and blindneſs ; and tnat for his 
threats, he had no regard to them, nor did he fear the ut- 
moft Tortures that he could invent, as knowing he ſhould 
find a better acceptance at the hands of his Lord and 
Upon which he 
was Condemnad to be Crucified 5 and that which induced 
the Pro-Conful ſo to do, was, he had Converted his Wife 
Maximilia, and his Brother Stratocles to the Chriftian Faith, 


for them upon his having Cured them of ſeveral d-{perate Diſtem- 


the Goſ- 8 


pers with which they were 2fflited. 

When he was Condemned. the Pro-Conſul ordered him 
to be Scourged; and as he was going to be Crucified, the 
People cryed out e was 4 good and juſt Man; yet he was 
faſtened upon the Croſs wich Ropes, that he might be the 
longer a dying,” the Croſs being two Beams ſct in the fa- 
ſhion ot the Letter X. From this Croſs, after he was fa- 
ſtned to it, he Preached to the People for the ſpace. of two 
days; and by his admirable Patience, Courage and Perſeve- 
rance, Converte4 many to the Faich. During his hanging 
there, great ſur2 was made to the Pro-Conſul for his Life, 
but our Apoſtle defired them not to Interceed for him, for 
that he was greatly deſirous to bz diſſolved, and to be-with Chriſt. 
Praying earneſtly to Heaven, that he might at that time 
hniſh his Race, and be Crowned with Martyrdom: And ſo 
it happened, for he there gave up the Ghoſt; his better 
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e Life of St. Andrew. 


part aſcending to his Maſters Joy, After which, his Body 
being taken down, was Embalmed at the Command of Max. 
imilia, whom he had Converted, and afterwards layed in a 


Stately Tomb prepared for that purpoſe, where it continued 


till the dime of Conſtantine the Great, and was at his Com- 
mand brought to Conſtantinople, and buried there in the 
Great Church which he had founded to the Honour of 
the Apofties, 

The Scoes for many Ages paſt, have had ſuch Venerati- 
on for him, that they Stiled him the Patron of their Coun- 
try, bearing his Croſs in their Standard: And, during the 


time that Popery overſpread that Kingdom, payed Divine iſ 


Adoration at his Shrine, and invoked his Aid upon all Oc- 
caſions. |

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The Life of St. JAMES te Great Apoſtle. 


T. F AMES, ſirnamed the Great, either in reſpect of 
his Age, for the better diftinguſhing the two Apoſtles 
of that name or for ſome peculiar Favours our Lord be- 


ſtowed upon him above the reft. By Birth he was a Calile- N 


an, but of what Town is uncertain; his Father was Zebedee, 
by Trade a Fiſher-man, being nearly related to the Mother 
of our Lord : This was he who, together with his Brother, 


left their Father in the Ship, and tollowed Jeſus; not long I 


after which, he was called from the Station of an Ordinary 
Diſciple, to the Apoſtolical Office, and not that alone, but 
often Honoured with extraordinary and peculiar Favours 
above the reft 5 he being one of the three whom our Lord 
uſually made choice of to admit to the moſt private Tran- 
ſactions of his Life. As, with Peter and his Brother Foby, 
he was taken by our Saviour when he raiſed Farius's 
Daughter to Lite, as likewiſe a Spectator of our Saviour's 
Glorious Transfiguration upon the Mount, and with him in 
the Garden, at the time of his Paſſion; as likewiſe all a- 
long upon any Extraordinary occaſion. This was one of 
the Brethren whoſe Mother asked of our Saviour, that one 
might ſit at his right hand, and the other at his left, in the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 

After our Saviour's Aſcenſion, Sophronzus tells us, he Prea- 
ched to the diſperſed ens; which can be no other than 
ſuch, who for fear of the Perſecution, had ſeperated them- 
ſclyes, and upon the Death of St, Stephen, fled from their

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abitation, as in many places Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory makes 
Wention ; But the Spaniſb Fathers alledge, that after he had 
reached the Goſpel in ꝓudea and Samaria, he came into Spatr, 
ad other Weſtern parts, and there continued preaching 
ra long Seaſon. Ochers will have it, that he came from 
eence into Britain, Ireland, and other Iſlands; and after ha- 
eig appointed ſuch Diſciples as he thought moſt convenient 
Wh carry on the work, he returned to Feruſalem. 
Of this no Antienter Writers, than ſuch as lived in the 
iddle Age of the Church, give us any Account; when as 
Wis mentioned by I dlore, the Breviary of Toledo, an, Aravick 
Wook of Anaſtaſius, Patriarch of Antioch, concerning the 
aſſion of the Martyrs, as likewiſe ſeveral others after them: 
Du Baronius himſelf does not much Credit what they have 
Writt-n, though he raiſed ſome Arguments to make it plau- 
ile, the Apoſtle might take ſuch a Journey, though few 
W-licve, that the length of time, between his firſt depar- 
Wure from Feru/alem, to the time of his Martyrdom, could 
en permit it; but I leave that to the Judgment of the 
Reader. 
Errod Agrippa. Son to Aviſtobulus, and Grand-Child 
Wo Herod the Great, having, by his infinuating into the fa- 
our of Claudius, the new Emperour, Succeſſor to Caligula, 
Wbtained an Inlargement of his Dominions; he came from 
ime to take poſſcſhon of the ſame, and being very zealous 
Wor the Jewiſh Religion, ſeldom ſuffering any day to pals 
herein he was not preſent at the Sacrifice, being very de- 
Wirous, at his Entry upon his additional Soveraignty, for 
he better ingratiating himſelf into the Hearts of the Peo- 
le, he could ſee no readier way to Effect it, than by per- 
Wecuting the Chriſtians: A ſort of Men whom he well knew 
WW he Jews exceedingly hated, as profeſſing a Novel and up- 
art Religion (as they termed it) which was quite contrary 
o the Moſaick inſtitutions. Hereupon he cauſed a great 
umber of Chriftians to be Impriſoned, and amongft the 
Weſt our Apoſtle, who, Maugre all bis Malice, when the 
Wy criccution raged moſt, Taught and Confirmed ſuch as 
were wavering. 
A ſhort time after his Impriſonment, Sentence of Death 
wh paſſed upon him; and as he was led to the place of 
WE-xecution, according to Clemeus Alexandrinus, the Souldier 
Wor Officer who guarded him to the place of Martyrdom 
wor as Suida, will have it, his Accuſer being Convinced, by 
he Courage and Bravery of the Apoſtle, in his chearfully 
going to his Death, came and fell down before him, asking

Confeſſed his Converſion, declaring the Chriſtian Faith M con 
be the only means of Salvation, allo declaring, that he gone

having reclaimed them from their Idolatries, returned to 
lexandria in Ag ypt, where he boldly preached the Doctri 
of our Saviour, and reproved the People for bowing Wi 
Stocks and Stones, telling them plainly, That unleſs they tui 
ed to God and repented with their whole hearts, they would be 
rernally miſerable, Upon which, Satan fearing the vverthro 
of his Kingdom, bent all his Malice to ftir up the People

Rigen was born of Chriftian Parents, Amo 189, being 
Son to Leonides, who trained him up in all good Lite- 
ore, and ſo well inſtructed him in the grounds of Chri- 
Wanity, that he in a ſhort time was too hard for his Teach- 
at which his Father inwardly rejoiced, though he out- 
rdly ſeemed diſpleaſed, and would often whilft he was 
eping, kiſs his naked breaſt, as tbe Temple wherein ibe Ho- 
Gboſt bad choſen to dwell, | 
Whilſt he was yet a Youth the ſtorm of Perſecution grew 
ud againſt the Church, by which his Father was taken 
nm him and carried to Priſon, whom he would have follow- 
at the peril of his own Life, had not his Mother, by hi- 
Ing his Cloaths, reſtrained him; yet he writ to him, earn- 
iy admoniſhing him to continue faithful unto the end, 
d not alter his Opinion, as indeed he did, being put to 
ath for Chrift's ſake, and had all his Goods Confiſcated. 
Whereupon his Mother being left to ſhift for him and his 
ther, they for a while ſuffered extream penury; inſo- 
ch that he was obliged to maintain himſelf by keeping 
but cool, where he at leiſure hours greatly improved his 
MocdnW dies 3 a while after Providence ſo ordered it, that both 
origaß and his Mother, together with his Brother, were enter- 
1 in ti ned in the Houſe of a rich Matron, where at his coming

ae Ch tn many others who frequented his Lectures. Yet 0rigen

In his Journey he was by the Biſhop of Paleſtine m 
a Preshyterz' when he was arrived there he grew ſo lf 
mous, that not only the Chriftians, but the Heathens c 
far and near to hear him Preach z which ſo much Ecliplll 
the Fame of Demetrius the Biſhop, that he ftrove by 
means to diſgrace him; and thereupon publiſhed ſeye 


ding himſelf, Yet the Holy Man, like the Palm-tree, 
more he was oppreſſed the more he grew, continuing 
Preach in Paleſtine, and Cæſurea, where Mammea the Emyt I 
rours Mother hearing of his Fame, ſent for him, and i 
his Inſtructions was confirmed in the Faith. He it was tha 
reclaimed St, Ambroſe from his Heretical Opinions, 1. 
He ſuffered many great Afflictions during the Perſeci 
ons, as Impriſonment, Racking with Iron Bars. Config 
ment in Dungeons, and the like, with many terrible thre 
of Death; when at laft hearing that ſeveral Chriſti 
were carried to the Temple of an Idol in Alexandria to hu 
Incenſe, he ran thither and earneftly exhorted them rl 
ther to ſuffer Death than conſcnt to ſuch a Wickedne(l 
where he was no ſooner arrived, but the multitude let nn 
thoſe they had brought thither, and laying hold of hia_li 
they haled him to the Altar, and there propoſed, that 
thould ei her offer Incenſe to the Idol, or defile his Bow 
with ar. .igly Black- moor: Whereupon being in a gre 
ſtreight, they forced the Cenſer into his Han1s, and whill 
he trembling held it, they in the like manner obliged hin 
to caſt rhe Incenſe into the fire; upon which they all bau 
ed cnt, Origen bas Szcrificed, Origen has Sacrificed 53 up 
which the Church Excommunicated him, which fo grie 
him, that had he not been ſupported by the Divine Spill 
he had fallen into Deſpair.

The next Day the Biſhop of Trevers ſent for Luther, and 
uſed many Arguments to- perſwade him to a Recantation, 
acquainting him, that if he refuſed, it was the Emperor 
purpoſe to baniſh him: to whom Luther reply'd, That be tos 
it as 4 Favour, that ſo great a Prince would put bimſelf to ſo much

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trouble for ſo mean a Perſon as be was ; after that one aus a 
Lawyer came from the Emperor to perſwade him to recant ; 
but he not conſenting, the Emperor ſent to him to depart 
home, and give twelve days ſo to do, after the end of 
which he proſcribed him; whereupon Prince Frederick ap- 
pointed ſome of his moſt truſty Nobles to convey him ſecret- 
ly to Wartsburg, where he continued ten Months, notwithe 
ſtanding diligent ſearch was made for him, and great ſum ms 
of money offered : nay, his Enemies employed Wizzards and 
Witches to uſe their Art to find out his Abude, but in vain 
at the end of ten Months he returned to Wintenber, where he 
was moſt joyfully received by the Univerfity z from whence 
he ſent Letters to Prince Frederick to excuſc himſelf for leav- 
ing Wartzburg without his knowlcdge, telling him That it was 
o Cauſe be undertook, and that God would protect bim from 
the rage of bis Enemies. ö 
A while after he printed the New Teftament which he 
ad Tranſlated into the German Tongue at Wartsburg, which 
ace he called his Patmos; which did not a little diſpleaſe 
ing Henry the Eighth of England, and George Duke of 
About this time one Themas Mauncer wrote a Fanatick 
book againft his Doctrine, and perſuaded the Boors to Rebel; 
ho being perſuaded by him to throw off all Obedience to 
heir Princes, took Arms in great numbers, againft which 
Inlawful proceedings, Luther wrote ſeveral Treatiſcs, per- 
ading them to yield Obedience to their Princes, ſhewing 
hem how diſconſonant ſuch practices were to the Word of 
pod 3 but when this prevailed not, the Princes drew out 
heir Forces, and with more Convincing Arguments taught 
hem Obedience.

Polts Latomus Firu, Hg and Bucer publiſhed their Reaſons, 
hy they changed their Maſs into the Lord's Supper, which 
Book they dedicated unto Prince Frederick, upon which the 
lagiftrates of Strasburg baniſhed Popery out of their City. 
A while after, Bucer diſputed with the Popiſh Doctors at 
{1ſpurg, and proved their Religion falſe, out of the New 
eftament : his Fame ſpreading wide, he was ſent for by the 
Inhabitants of Ulm, to come and reform their Churches 
here he arriving, met Oecolump dius; they together in- 
ſtructed the People, and ſet things in ſo good order, that the 
hurches flouriſhed in the truth for many years after. 

His Enemies had ſpread abroad a falſe Rumour, that he 
had forſaken his New Doctrine, and made his Recantation: 
o clear which, he went to Zurick and there in the Aſſembly 
onfefſed his Faith and Doctrine. Not long after he went to 
Rutithone, and held a diſpute againſt Eccius, and ſeveral Po- 
pilh Biſhops. The Emperor preceiving the Pope neglect- 
ed to call a Counſel, he aſſembled the moderateſt of the Pro- 
teſtant Divines, as Agricola, Melanithon, Brentius and others, 
and commanded them to draw up a ſet Form of Religion, 
which they did ; but Bucer being ſent for by the Elector of 
prardenberg, refuſed to ſign it, alledging there were Popiſn 
Doctrine contained in it. Others refuſed to ſign it upon 
the ſame account, which' ſo enraged the Emperor, that he 
aſt ſeveral into Priſon 3 but Bucer eſcaped. In a ſhort time 
ater he was ſent for into England by Aichbilhop Cranmer,

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The Life of John Bradford. 


E was born at Mancheſter in Lancaſhire, and brought up 
"1 in ſuch Learning at the place offorded; when he had 
greatly profited therein, he hecame Steward to Sir ohn Har- 
ington, for ſeveral years, but his mind being fixed upon Di- 
vine matters left his maſter and went to Cambridge; where 
within two years he commenced Ma ſter of Arts, and was 
Fellow of Pembreokł- Hall; and there came acquainted with 
Marin Bucer, and by converſing with him he greatly 
profited z in ſomuch that Dr. Ridley Biſhop of Lond n, hear ing 
of his holy Life, preferred him to be a Prebend of St. Pauls 
where he continued till the beginning of Queen Mary's Reign: 
when as one Bourn Chaplain to Bonner, atter Biſhop of Barb, 
Preaching at Paus Croſs, ſo highly off-nded the Peop in his 
Sermon, by inveighing againſt the Reformed Religion, that a 
Dagger was thrown at him, and they began lo far to Mutiny, 
that had not Mr. Bradford ftood up in his place and quieted 
them, they had pulled the Popiſh Wolf in pieces; but the 
People no ſooner perceiving, Bradford hut they gave a great 
ſhout, crying, Bradford, Bradford, God fave thy Life Bradford ? 
Yet Bourn not thinking himſelf ſafe, defired Mr. Bradford to 
convey him out of the Throng, which he did, fheltring him, 
and ſpreading his Gown over him, into St. ”4ul's School 
where he left him. Then cry:d the People, 4b! Bradford thou 
ſaved him, that will be the forwardeſt to burn tee: as indeed 
he ua. | 
On the ſame day, Afternoon, Mr. Bradford Preached at 
Bom Church, and ſharply reproved ſuch tumuituous Proceeds 
ings; Yer within three days after, he was, by the Council, 
charged as a fticrer up of Scdition; and ſent to the Tower, 
rom whence he was removed to ther King s- Bench, and brought 
defore Bonner, to be examined z but ever put the Biſhop to.a 
nen- plus: His Death being reſolv'd upon, the bloody Wretch 
ptocceded to paſs Sentence upon him, 1ik:wiſe to degrade 
Him, aa then committed him to the Counter, where he con- 
unued a confiderable time, Preaching, aud Exhorting the 
[11:00ers, in the way ct ſaving Knowledge, and relieving 
Mer wants according to his Anilicy : Nor was there a day 
patled wherein ſome Perſon of Quality did not come to him 
vr Inftructions, inſomuch that his Chamber ſeemed rather a 
Chapel for Divine Worthip, than Impriſoninent ; for there 
K 2 be 
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he Preached twice every Sabbath, and prayed with ſuch ay 
reſorted thither every day, and as often as he had oppor- 
tunity adminiftred the Sacrament in both kinds, He was 
Man ſo juft, that the Keeper of the King's Bench would per. 
mit him to go into London and vilit his Friends, and he was 
ever ſo Faithful that he rather returned before, than after 
the time he had ſet. 
When his Friends demanded whither they ſhould ſollicite 
his Delivery, and what he would do if he had his Liberty, 
his Anſwer was, That be did „ot greatly care whether he was de- 
Irvered or not, but if it ſo happenned, be would mary and live 
ſecretly in England. During his Impriſonment, many Spa. 
niſh Fryars came to Tempt him to Reriounce his Religion, 
but uſed ſuch power ful Arguments to confirm it to be the true 
Religion, ſuch as.was Eſtabliſhed in the Primitive Church by 
Chriſtand his Apoſtles, and ſo confounded them in their own 
Arguments, that they were obliged to betak= themſelves to 
their old ſhiſt, which was to rail and brand him with the name 
of Heretcik. | 
He had the opportunity to eſcape, but would by no meam 
attempt it; the Night before he was conveyed to New2ate 
he dream'd, That he was to be burnt within two Days, that Chains 
were brought, and that the day followins he was to go to Newgate, 
which happened accordingly, for he was ſcarce riſen before 
the Keeper's Wife came to him, and told him ſhe had hea 
vy News to inform him, which is. ſaid ſhe, That you muſi 
preſently go to Newgate, where your Chains are ready, in orie 
to your being burnt in Smithfield : at which he taking off his 
Cap lifted up his Eyes toward Heaven, and ſaid, I thank God 
for it, I have looked for the day a long time, it cones not now 
te me ſuddenly, but a thing that I kave waited for with Patient, 
the Lord make me worthy to ſuffer for his Name: And thereup 
on he prayed fervently for a geod (pace, when as the Off- 
cers were come to fetch him, at. which time he called toge- 
ther the Priſoners, and Servants, giving them many Pious 
Exhortations, and diftributed Monies amongſt them, bid-

ding them Perſev:re in the Iruih, and not be carried away witht- 


very Wind of Doctrine. 

When he came to Newpate, ſeveral came to viſit him, t0 
whom he gave Ghoſtly Conſolation 3 and the next Morning 
the Sheriff came, and convey'd him together with a youtl 
of about cighteen years of Age to Smithfield, where the 
Stake was prepared. When he came at the Stake, he kifſel 
it, as likewiſe a Faggot that he took up, and then falling fat 
upon his Face, in Token of Humility, he prayed for yn

ſpace, till the Sheriff ordered him to riſe ; putting off his 
Raiment, he was, together with the Youth faftned to the 
Stake, when as he cried with a loud Voice, Repent, 0 England, 
of thy Sins, beware of 1dolatry, beware of falſe Anti. Cho iſts, 
tate beed they do not deceive thee, Then turning to the young 
Man, who was an Apprentice to a Merchant in London, he 
aid, Be of good Comfort Brother, for we ſhall bave a merry Fup- 
er with the Lord this Night, And then embracing the Reeds, 
he (aid, Strait is tbe way, and narrow is the gate that leadeih un- 
io everlaſting Life, and few there be ihat find it. 

The fire being kindled, he held his Hands in the flames, 
and with a Chriſtian patience ſuffered the burning, without 
ſo much as ſtirring the body, dying a glorious Martyr, in 
the Bloody Year, Anno 1555» |

The Life of Nicholas Ridley. 


H* was Born at Newcaſtle, and Educated till he was fit- - 
ted for Cambridge, where he grew ſo famous in Divi- 
nity, that he was choſen Mafter of Pembroke Hall, and com- 
menced Doctor of Divinity. 

Archbilhop Cra»mer hearing of his Fame, made him Vicar 
of Hern in Eaſt-Kent, and in a while after was a Prebend 
in Canterbury y but not greatly liking thoſe with whom he 
was obliged to Converſe, left them and travelled into 
France, where having viſited many places, and profited in 
his Studies, he returned into England; he was no ſooner 
come, but King Hemy the Eighth ſent for him, and ordain- 
ed him one of his Chaplainsz and after made him Biſhop 
ot Rocheſter, in which he continued till the Reign of King 
E dward the fixth, who travſlated him to London, where he 
continued Preaching and Inſtructing the People by expound- 
ing the Scriptures, and perſwading them unfeignedly to em- 
brace the Reformed Religion, but utterly renouncing Po- 
pith Superſtitions and Idolarries. 

This good Biſhop was firft converted to the true Religion, 
by reading Bertram's Book of the Sacrament, and confirmed 
in his Opinion, by Peter Martyr, and other Learned Divines 
ot the Reformed Church; in the firſt Year of Queen Mary 
ne was ſent for before the Council and accuſed ot ſpreading 
Heretical Doctrine. To which Accuſation, he oppoſed with 
learned Arguments; then was he, Archbiſhop Cranmar, 
and Dr, Iatimer ſent to Oxford, to diſpute the opiſh ot.

The Place for the Diſpute being St. Maries Church 
and although theſe three Champions of Chrift were ſeperat 
ed, not being allowed the uſe of Books; yet did they ſo cot 
found their Adverſaries by liyely Texts out of the Scriptures, 
and Proofs out of the Fathers, that they were obliged to fal 
their old way of railing z and gave out to the Rabble, that 
they had prevziled againſt the Hereticks, but would by 10 
means !itt-r the Proceedings to be Publiſhed : then was out 
good E:hop, with the reft, conveyed to ſeveral Priſons;

People of God for the Truth; than to live with Splendou 
in Sin, and Ignorance. | 
He Travelled to many Countries, where he Preached the 
Goſpel, and maintained Lither's Doctrine; he met with 
many afflictions, and endured much hardſhip abroad, but a 
length he returned to his own Country, after Twenty yea 
abſence : He was of an Excellent Wit and Judgment, ul 
took great pains to have Compols'd that difference in the 
Churches, about. Chriſt's prelence in the Sacrament, though 
it did not ſucc:ed. The King of Poland had ſuch an eſteen 
for him, that he uſed his Advice in Affairs of great Impat 
tance.

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; The Life of Peter Martyr. 


E was a Florentine, born at Vermile, of Honourable Pa- 
rents; who trained him up in Learning, and compleat- 

ed him for the Sacred ſtudy of the Holy Scriptures: When 
grown up, they put him to the beſt Maſters that Age afford- 
ed; when he had profited to Admiration, he began to con- 
fider the Vanities of the World, and to be more ftudious of 
his Eternal Welfare, Whereupon he reſolved to withdraw 


himſelf from Humane Society, and live a more reticed Life. - 


Not being above Sixteen years of Age, he entred into a 
Monaſtery of Auguſtine, in Feſſuala, not far from Florevce. 

Being entred, he applied himſelf to Study, making uſe of 
ſuch Books as that Monaſtery would afford; where in Three 
vears he hecame famous in the Knowledge of Divine Things, 
even to the Admiration of all his Fellows. 

A while after he went to Padua, where entering into a 
Monaftery of the ſame Order, he continued his Studies for 
almoſt the ſpace of Eight years, greatly profiting in Philo- 
lophy; Tranſlating ſome Books of Ariſiotle out of the Ori- 
final Greek into Latin. 

At Twenty-fix Years of Age, the Heads of the Monaſte- 
ry Eletted him one of the Preachers, and ſoon grew famous. 


Having Commenced Doctor of Divinity, he Travelled to 


_ 


home, Bonontzg Frimum, Piſo, Venice, Mantua, Bergamum, 


MHaunt- Ferrat, and other Cities in Italy); where he preached 
aud expounded the Eccleſiaſtical Canons, getting great Ef- 
tcem among ſt the Learned. 


At Bononia he learned the Hebrew Tongue, and Tranſlat- 


ed the New Teftament out of the Original: And in a ſhort 
time was Created Abbot of Spoleta, where he behaved him- 
{elf ſo prudently, that he won the Love of all Pom in 
that 
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that City. He put an end to the many Factions and Dig. 
_ ferences, that were wont to happen, not only there, but 


throughout all the Provience; which was not a little Joy 
to. all good men, 

He Rectified and Reformed the Errors of the Monks, and 
ſharply reproved them for their deteſtable Practices, inſd« 
much that he reduced all things to a happy State, during the 
time he continued there, which was but three Years at the 
end of which he was removed to Naples, and there couſti. 
tuted Governour of the great College, a place of much EC 
teem. 

He having more Leiſure than formerly, began ſerioufly 
to Expvund the myſterious Places of Scripture ; which by the 
aſhftance of the Divine Spirit, he did ſo effectually, that by 
that Light he hegan to diſcern the Errors of the Romiſh 
Church; and having private Acceſs to ſome of the Reform- 
ed Minifters, he was ſo confirmed in his Opinion, that he 
had b=ed trained up in a falſe Religon; he did not ſpare o. 
penly to Diſpute againſt many of the Popiſh Canons ! which 
procured him ſome hatred from ſuch as feared the loſs of 
their Incomes, by the Removal of fuch C-remonies. And ſq 
far did he proceed, that at laft he obtained the pure Light 
and Kn:wlege of the Goſp-1, and ſecretly Converted many 
noble Perſons to the Reformed Religion, and openly Wrote 
againſt the Tradition of Purgatory, which the firft Inventgr 
grounded upon the Words of St. Pax!,3 Cor. 3. 13, 14. E. 
very Man's Works ſhall be made Manifeſt, for the Day ſhall de- 
clare it, becauſe it ſhall be Revealed by Fire, &c, This | Fire 
he proves to be no other than the Operation of the Holy 
Spirit in the Conſcience of Men, which as Fire trieth the 


Silver, ſo by that means ſhall Mens Deeds be tried, and the 


Droſs ſeperated from the Ore, Yet this ſo enraged the 
Papiſts, that they procured him to be Suſpended, and his 
Lectures put down. | 

Wherenpon he appealed to the Pope, offering to prove 
his Doctrine to be according to Scripture z' and fo preyailed 
by the aſſiſtance of his Friends, that he was again reſtored, 
altho' to the great Grief of his Adverſaries : But had not 
long been Re-eftabliſhed before he fell Sick, ſo that many 
deſpaired of his Recovery. | 


He was no fooner recovercd, but he was made Viſitor-Gt- 


nera}, and Prior of the Monaſtery of Luca, where he very 
well behaved himſelf. He greatly encouraged Learning 
and had a number of Learned Men as his Penſioners, on 
whom he freely b:ftowed ſuch things as were un 
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nd encouraging them all he could to promote the Goſpel.

a Profeſſor of Divinity, and expounded the Scriptures tal 


the People, which made the Papiſts greatly Diſpleaſed, in 

ſomuch that ſeveral of the Popiſh Doctors often provoked 

him to Diſputations; in which he always overcame them, 
When they found they could not overcome him by Ar. 


guments, they endeavoured it by Force, raiſing Tumult 


and endangering his Life; yet wanted he not Friends a 
encouraged him in the great Work of Reformation, being 
ever backed by Cranmer, Ridley, Latimer, and Hooper, and 
ſo continued in England the Peign of pious King Edward 
But when the Blood-thirfty Queen got the Reins of G0. 
vernment, and true Religion was ſuppreſſed, his Lectures 
ceaſed, and he lived retire with his Friends, encouraging then 
to perſevere in the Faith, and true Religion they had re 
ceived : And Arch-Riſhop Cranmer, who began to waver ig 
his Opinion ever contefſ-d that Martyr had Confirmed him, 
Wi feverai! Godly Men were Impriſoned, and the Per: 
ſecutivn grew hot, it was debated in the Queens Counſel 
whether Martyr ſhould be Impriſoned or not, by reaſon he 
had done much harm, as they pretended : but it appearing 
he came over upon the Publick Faith, it was concluded that 
he {hyuuld be diſmiſſed, and thereupon the Queen gave hin 
her Letters of ſafe Conduct, ſtricty commanding him to de 
part the Kingdom. Yet ſuch was the Malice of his Enemies 
that they followed him to the Ship, and held a Conlult 
whether they ſhould; pull him out and caft him into Priſon, 
or not. But God prevented their Wicked Defign, by 1 
Wind, that bore away the Veſſel to Antwerp; and landing 
there, ſafely Travelled till he came to Strasbourg, where le 
was received with much Joy of his Friends, 
From thence he removed to Zurick, where he held firm
